IN THE LICENSE COURT.

Thousands of Dollars Dropped Into
Brewers' Pockels.

ANOTHER WHOLESALERS' DAY

The court again switched off yesterday
and indulged in a little more wholesale
business. The Twenty-sixth ward was taken
up, furnishing eight applications, as fol-
lows: Charles B. Dietz, No. 1919 Jane
street; William Diven, No. 1738 Carson
street; John O'Connor, No. 1814 Carson
street; John Sell, No. 156 Eighteenth street;
Heuary Stranch, No. 2001 Carson street; Joha
SBchwarz, No, 199 Seventeenth street; M.
Winter & Bros, brewers, No. 202 Jose-
phine street, and William F. Zoeller, No.
1807 Carson strect.

Dietz is by trade a molder, suffered a
rupture and went to saloonkeeping. For
some time the Humboldt Dramatie and Lit-
erary Associstion met at his house and
drack beer. Dietz sold en Sunday in 1887,
Diven is & beer bottler in the Sixth ward,
and wants a genersl wholesale licesse, He
sold on Sunday iz 1881. O'Counor
hes s wholesale house. He admitted
pales of pints and half pints on
doctors” orders, Judge Ewing told him that
such sules were in clear violation of the
law, aod he expressed surprise that & man
like Mr. O'Connor shouid do such a busi-
ness. Sell wishes to combine liguor with
his grocery trade, which has recently beea
bad. Agpsinst Strauch, who was never io
in the liquor trade, Harvey Chess and other
neighbors, filed & remonsirance. In 1888,
when relused s retail license, Strauch posted
in the window of his bakery the names of
the peovle who bad remonstrated sgainst
him. As he was naturalized 1o October,
1887, Judge Ewing maid: “You exhibited
characteristic modesty by thus posting the
namses of old eitizens.” Strauch eould not
sce thas his sct was wrong. Judge Magee
said it was vindictive and vicious, "Itis s
want of moral sense,” said Judge Ewing.

REMEBEMEED TOO LATE

“A vear ago,”’ sald Judge Magee, "'a man
down on Sixth street posted Judge White's
pame in his window. Aund by the way, 1
don’t know whether be got a license this
vear or not. I sorget all about it until this
minute.” »

The hero of the episode referred to, who
stirsoted mwuch satitention a vear ago, has
been this year granted = license in the
Twellth ward. He tsan old soldier.

Schwerz is a grocer and on the speak-easy
iist. He gets beer, he says, for private use
only., Winter & Broa. did a business last
vear of $240,000. Zoeller's wholesale trade
was $23, 000,

Kunzelman, sn ex-
saloon Keeper, hus eigars, soft drinks, three
boarders and a vlace on the spesk-easy list,
He was prosecuted last year, but be said it
was “spite work."

Heory Laur siud his brewing trade was
$40000. He dida jug trade until three
weeks ago. Lohrmaon is the Alderman lor
the Thirtieth ward, going out of office in
three weeks. Nusser has sold 6,000 barrels
of beer during a vear. He has three licensed
saloons, 700 people who receive sn eighth a
week mnd several who get two eighths.
Scherrer is a double-hender, baving been re-
fused 4 retail license. Schademan expeots
to raise mouey on his wife's properly. This
iss methnd of raising the wind which Judge
Ewmng does not at all approve. Wyland
waots 8 bottlers’ license, He expects to
work up & trade smong the Poles.

KILLING A CHURCH.

How it is Often Done by Those Who
Should Build It Up. -

DO NOT SHOOT AT THE ORGANIST.

Many Called to be Pastors, Among Them
Are Many Licentiates.

INFIDELITY I8 K0T ON THE INCREASE

Papers are constantly being read before
sssocistions of ministers, and lectures from
the pews are being delivered as constantly
on “How to Give Life to a Church,” but
Church Work pithily expresses some of the
actions of those who are doing the very op-
posite in striving ““How to Kill a Parish.”
In order to do this it says:

Absent yourself from the Sunday evening
services. It takes a very dull or careless
minister to stand up against emply pews.
Stay at home whenever it rains on Sunday,
or it is hot or cold. Never let the pastor
know that he does yon or anyone else any
good. Take a class in Sunday school and
be at your place about three Sundays out of
five, and late the other two. Attend Ho
church meeting if you have the opportunity
of going anywhere else. Snub strangers. Re-
quest the ushers pover to put one in Four pew.
1f one is near youlin church, never band him 3
hymnal. Never speak to aoyone whom you
see there Sanday after Sunday, unless you have
been regularly introduced.

If you mre sick, do not send word to the pas-
tor, but let him find it ont himself. He will
probably cail about the time you are able to go
out and spend the day. In the meantime take
every occasion to tell the church people that
vou fear the minister is not much of a pastor:
that he dossn’t seem to know who are sick:
that he has net been o see you for weeks,
all the time you have been so miserable.

If umies are bhard, money scarce, Dusinoss
dull, inform the officers that you must give up
vour pew. You cannot afford to do anvthing
for the church this year. By the time you have
paid for your tobacce, rihbons, jewelry, livery
and excursions, really haven't anvihing
left. Never “talk up" your church. Do not
let outsiders know a church Go
with others whenever you get a

chanoe.
Tell the members when get back how
enjoved the “lunny” minister, and what splen-
music they had—solos, duets, l!h:\rnm
ete, and you don’t see why we can't have
something ot thesort. It does “draw.”

FLOWERS OF SPRING

Have a Great Deal to Do With the
Trade of the Country.

BUSINESS LOOKING BRIGHTER.

Negotiations for Large Orders of Iron and
Steel Products.

GENERAL TRADE SHOWS IMPROVEMENT

MPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIEFATON.1

New Yorg, April 11.—Special felegrams
to Bradstreet’s show that owing to ymore
prevalent spring weather and improvement
in the condition of country roads, there has
been a noticeable gain in the demand from
jnterior merchants. This influence has been
the wore conspicuous at Boston, Chicago,
Memphis, 8t Puul, Omaba, Kansas City,
St. Louis, New Orlesns, and to some exient
st Pittsburg. Fears of further damage from
overflows along the Mississippi are subsid-
ing. Mercantile collections generslly are
uneatisfactory, though signs of improvement
are noted.

Earnings of the 129 railroad companies for
March aggregste $31,004,479, a gain over
March of last year of 8.7 per cent. This is
smaller than any monthly increase since
last summer. The reduced overland cotton
movement and floods at the South bave re-
duced the earnings of roads in the Missis-
sippi Valley. The heavy movement of crops

est and Nortowest does not uite offset the
eftect of rate eutting in that section. Earn-
ings of 127 compunies for the first quarter of
the year aggregate $90,350,800, a guin over
last year of 10.8 per cent.

WHEAT FIRMER.

Exports of wheat (and flour as wheat) the
past week bave equaled 2,083719 bushels,
against 1,226,073 bushelsin the like week
of 1880 and 1,521,806 bushels last week.
‘W heat has shown ed firmpess on on-
favorable weather conditions and reports of
falling off in condition in the winter-sown
crop, and prices have advanced 3@3}< cents,

An unusnal amount of negotiation bas
been in progress during the week in reference
to iron and steel products for immediate as
well as remote daﬁnriu. but this has not yet
arrested the downward tendency in prices.
Actusl transactions have been of limited
proportions. The total weekly output of
pig iron during March bas been reduced
about 4,000 or 5,000 tons. This is taken as
an encouraging element 1n the situation.

E.ustern drygoods commission men report
aslightly better reorder demand from West-
ern jobbers. There is a considerable distri-
butinn ot spring dress s through price
concessions. Prices ifi the regular way are
firm except as to bleached cotton, which
favors buyers, and print cloths are 1-16@ ¢c
higher.

TEADE IMPROVING.

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review says:
With larger tonoage in motion than in any
previous year st the same season, s Jarger
volume of currency in circulation, Iarger
payments through clearing houses by
nearly 10 per cent, larger imports and ex-
ports, and larger domestic production in ag-
riculture, in iron and steel, leather and boot
and shoe manufacture, the country husen-
tered upon the second quarter of
the year with nopefulness.
Trade throughout e eountry seems
gradually improving. Yet there are
unfavorable symptoms which do not disap-
pear, but grow more distinet and threaten-
ing. The iron indusiry bas advanoeced too
rapidly—the expected set-back has begun.
Furnaces in blast April 1 were of 175,671
tons weekly output, ngainst 180,091 March
1. The production for the quarter may g
estimated at 6,250,000, and stocks on ban
are accumulating. Prices are lower, South-
ern No. 1 being offered at $17 50 and $18,
while bids of §33 are sought ior steel rails.

BAR IRON BETTER.

The business in bar iron is better, with no
change in price; plates are moving at very
unsatisfactory prices, and stroctaral iron is
not as active s3 makers wish. Coal is still
stagnant, the output for the quarter having
been 608,032 tons, or nearly 10 per cent less
than last year's, with aceumulatiog stocks
unsold. Copper has been steady at 1434c,
;i::' inactive at 2014c and lead dull at §3 85

i

The specnlative markets have been more
active, with a higher range of prices on the

whole. Sales of wheat heretofore have
reached 74,000,000 bushels, and
the  priee bas advanced 23e,

though exports have been only about
equal to last year's for the week on mecount
of more definite reports of injury. Corn is
also half a cent stronger, with sales lor the
week of 11,000,000 bushels, and oats nearly
1 cent higher. Pork and lard are steady,
but hogs 20 cents per 100 pounnds dearer.
Coffee for speculation nas advaoced one-
tourth, and the high prices bave checked
actual consnmption. Petroleum has de-
elined 19¢ cents with small sales, but sugar
has been firmly held. The average of all
prices for commodities is but a shade higher
than a week ago, some manulactured
products having declined.

CHEEERFUL REYORTS,

Reports from other cities are more gener-
ally fuvorable then is usual. Boston finds
improvement in wool and leather, and
domestie trade active in bools and shoes,
eotton goods and lamber, and in other build-
ing materials. Philadelphin notes few sales
